Slttfra a M ountain un the Canadian 
I'acillc R ailroad. 
Vancouver. B. C., Jan. 9.—News was 
rew ired yesterday cdf a tremendous land­ 
slid© near Spen»**r Bridge, cm the Cana­ 
dian Pacific railway. 
The recent thaw 
had the effect af loosening the rides of a 
small mountain which overhangs the 
Fraser river at that point. 
This moun­ 
tain has long bei n an object of curiosity 
to travelers on ais* .nut of its ]* <Tillar 
position, it* flat summit extending a 
considerable distance < *ver the river, 
which is narrow at that point 
Shortly after midnight Saturday night, 
with a roar that could be hi ani for over 
a mile, fully IOO acres of the hill, any­ 
where from 20 to 50 feet in depth, 
crashed into the Frau* r, damming it 
complete ly aud sending the water in 
torrents over the fertile Nicola valley. 
The coarse of the river was changed 
completely. 
Now the Frazer, which, owing to the 
flat nature of the country, has grown 
into a broad, majestic, but shallow 
*tn-am. 
is 
fully 
half 
a 
mike 
out 
of 
its 
course. 
The 
dis­ 
trict 
is 
sparsely 
settled 
and 
no 
lives have been lost so far as known. 
Bams and h< awes, however, wert- caught 
in the flood and .-arrird away, and thous­ 
ands of acre* of valuable land will never 
be reclaimed from the muddy waters of 
the Frazer in its new course. 
At the point where the masses of 
earth dammed up the river flat ice has 
gathered and is raised high in the air, 
forming an imposing and picturesque 
sight. 
The collapsed mountain presents 
a queer aspect. 
It looks as if dynamite 
had been discharged near its ragged 
summit.

Colonel G. A. Warring Ro- I 
ports on Havana's Sani­ 
tary Condition. 


FOUL POOLS IN STREETS 


Filled w ith Household Garbage—I lead 


D o g s, Cats and Chickens Left in 
the Highway* to be Eaten by B uz­ 
zard*-- Less Than 
JMMXX) 
Houses 
and Over 2 0 0 ,0 0 0 Population. 


Washington, Jan. 9.—The war depart­ 
ment, division of customs and insular 
affairs made public yesterday a very full 
synopsis of tho late Colonel George A. 
W aring'* report of his] visit to Havana 
under the special instructions of the war 
department given him early last autum n 
to thoroughly inspect the sanitary con­ 
dition of the city and report. 
Colonel W aring says he found tho 
street cleaning without adequate organ­ 
ization or funds and the market* offen­ 
sive and dangerously filthy for the dis­ 
tribution of human food, with the ex­ 
cel >ti on of two, the Tacon and Colon 
market*. 
Foul pools were found in the streets 
into which rubbish and filth had boon 
deposited- This filth was turned over 
to the buzzards. 
Borne of the streets in 
the compact part of the city are paved 
with large stone blocks, others with Bel­ 
gian blocks, and the remainder are un­ 
paved. 
These streets are filled with 
dirty holes, winch in turn an- filled up 
with house garbage. 
There is practi­ 
cally no sewerage. 
In many cases 
households connect their private vault* 
w ith loose brick ca* stone drains just 
under the pavement along their front­ 
age. 
Thew* allow the liquid filth to 
leach out into the ground close to the 
surface, enabling the householder to get 
out of much hiring of night scavengers 
to bail out and carry away accumula­ 
tions. 
Slaughtering pens, while superficially 
dean, are brutally disgusting while tin­ 
work is going on. 
Blood aud offal are 
washed by copious floodings from the 
water supply into an adjoining creek 
aud harbor, reeking with putrid filth. 
There is no systematic disposal of garb­ 
age and swee]lings. 
It is deposited on 
the surface in and near the town, where 
the buzzards feast upon it to their full 
satisfaction. Dead dogs, cats and chick­ 
ens are left in the streets until the buz­ 
zards pick them to the skeleton. 
And 
all this is done under an intense sun. 
Bad as these conditions are, they are 
not comparable with the disgusting con­ 
ditions of the domestic life. 
There are fewer than 20,000 houses in 
the city. 
Sixteen thousand are of one 
story, 900 are of three stories and 
very few are of four stories, and none 
higher. 
At least 12 out of every 13 of 
the inhabitants live in I-story houses, 
the total population being over 900,000. 
The average population of the houses is 
over IO. 
In all the compactly built parts of the 
city the entire lot is covered w ith the 
house, there being one and two court* 
included in the building. 
In the better 
class of houses, the entrance hall is quite 
commonly the standing room of the 
carriage. 
It opens into a parlor at its 
side and into the receptionroom at its 
rear. 
Beyond this is a court, then the 
diningroom, then a smaller court, the 
kitchen, Btable and private vault, pract­ 
ically all in one. 
Sleepingrooma are in 
the rear of the parlor and at the side of 
the court diningroom. 
The conspicuous feature of every house 
is the private vault aud sometimes a sec­ 
ond vault for kitchen wastes. 
These 
valts occupy a space practically under 
and almost in the kitchen. It is rare 
indeed that these vaults have a ventilat­ 
ing pipe, so that they belch forth nauseat­ 
ing odors throughout the house which 
pervade the streets. 
The water supply of Havana, says 
Mr. W aring, is of the purest and most 
excellent character. 
This, with the 
winds of the gulf, save the city from 
being 
absolutely 
aud 
unqualifiedly 
bad. 
The city is a veritable plague 
spot. 
Its own people, largely im ­ 
mune though they are to yellow fever, 
which has prevailed in Havana without 
interruption for 168 years, fall constant 
victims to tho pernicious malaria and de­ 
pressing influences to which they are 
always subjected. 
It needs only the 
immigration of fresh material, which 
the enterprise of an American popula­ 
tion is sure to bring in, to create a sacri­ 
fice such as has not yet been known.

Oswego tea wa* made from

In Sum atra they use coffee leave* t

W hen m ines were first discovered 1b 
th a t locality, it was found th at the w a­ 
ter contained in tho fisimres w as so 
strongly im pregnated w ith copptr in so­ 
lution th a t tools of all kinds were quick­ 
ly destroyed by the affinity of the copper 
for the iron. For a long tim e tho w ater 
pum ped out of tho m ine w ent to waste, 
as no m ethod was known of extracting 
tho copper from i t A fter aw hile a dis­ 
covery was made that is being used tc 
good advantage. 
Borne tin cans found 
their way into tho sm all stream. 
In a 
short tim e it was notioed that they had 
every appearance of being mode of pure 
copper, so thickly were they covered 
w ith th a t m etal. 
In noting this fact 
one m an resolved to try an experim ent 
He im m ediately purchased the exclusive 
rig h t to the water.

series of reservoirs and tanks along tbs 
little gully w here the w ater ran. These 
he Allod w ith all the old m etal to be 
had in the town, including old barrel 
hoops. 
A t tho end of nix m onths bs 
found th a t the old junk was totally d* 
strayed, and in its plaoe was a sedi­ 
m entary deposit in the bottom of tho 
reservoirs w hich was SO per oent cop 
ter. ” — S t Louis Globe-Democrai.
